“The answer of the British govern­ 
ment, which was then awaited b u t has 
since Isteu received with the dispatch 
to which it is a reply, is hereto ap-

“Hu ch reply is emb odie<l in two com- 
mu nicatioiiH addressed b y the British

It will b e seen that one of 
these comninmcations is devoted ex 
clu sively to oliservations u pon the Mon­ 
roe doctrine aim claims that in the 
present instance a new and strange ex 
tension and development of this doc­ 
trine is insisted on b v the United 
Htates, that the reasons ju stifying an 
appeal to the doi^trine enu u ciat)Hl b y 
I’resideu t Monroe are generally iu ap- 
pliu ab le *to the state of things in which 
we live at the present day,’ and espe­ 
cially inapplicab le to a controversy in­ 
volving the b ou ndary line lietween 
(ireat Britain and Veu eznla 
“ Withou t attemnting extended argn- 
ineu t ill reply to these positions, it may

Its first ef­ 
fect was indeed momentons and far- 
reaching . It waa the component factor 
in the emancipation of South America 
and to it the independeut state« of that 
reg ion are larg ely indebted for their 
verv existenoe.

present instance a new and strange ex 
tension aud development of this doc-

appeal to the doctrine enunciated by 
President Monroe are generally inap­ 
plicable ’to the state of things in which 
we live at the present day,’ and espe­ 
cially inapplicable to a controversy in­ 
volving the boundary line between 
Great Britain and Venezula. 
"W ithout attem pting extended argu­ 
ment iii reply to these positions, it may 
not lie amiss to suggest th at the doc­ 
trine upon which we stand is strong 
aud sound, because its enforcement is 
im portant to our peace aud safety as a 
nation andia essential to the integrity 
of our free institutions and I he tranquil 
m aintenance of our distinctive form of 
government. 
It was intended to apply 
to every stage of our national life and 
cannot become obsolete while our re­ 
public eudures. 
lf the balance of pow­ 
er is justly a cause for jealous anxiety 
among tho governm ents of the old 
world, and a subject for our absolute 
nou interference,uoue the less is an ob­ 
servance of the Monroe doctrine of vi­ 
tal concern to our people aud their gov­ 
ernment. 


M onroe Oort riot* Appll<*bl«, 
"Assuming, therefore, th at we may 
properly insist upon this doctrine w ith­ 
out regard ic the state of thinge in 
whioh we live, o* any changed condi 
lions here or elsewhere, it is uot appar 
in t wliy its application may not Ire in­ 
voked in the present controversy. 
"If a European power, by an exten­ 
sion of its boundaries, takes possession 
of the territory of one of our neighbor­ 
ing republics against its will and in der­

pending controversy and w ithout any 
conviction as to the final m erits of the 
dispute, but anxious to learn in a satis­ 
factory aud conclusive m anner w hether 
G reat Britain sought, under a claim of 
boundary, to extend her possessions on 
this continent w ithout right,or w hether 
she merely sought possession of terri­

" It will be seen from the correspond

Em uting that such an appeal, actuated 
y tile most friendly feelings tow ard 
both nations directly concerned, ad 
dressed to the sense of justice and to 
the m agnanim ity of one of the great 
powers of the world and touching 
relations to one comparatively weak 
and small, should have produced no 
better results. 
"T he course to be panned by this 
governm ent, in view of the present 
condition, does not appear to adm it 
serious doubt. 
Having labored faith 
fully for many years to induoe G reat

tegrity, tranquility or welfare.” 
The 
propriety of the role when applied in 
good faith will not be questioned in 
any quarters, though he says it has 
been given a wide scope and too often 
made a cloak tor schemes of wanton 
spoliation and aggrandizement.

"The precise scope and limitations of 
this role cannot bee too clearly appre­ 
hended 
It doe# not establish any gen­ 
eral protectorate by the United States 
over other American states. 
It does 
not relieve any American state from its 
obligations as fixed by international 
law, nor prevent any Enropean power 
directly interested from enforcing such 
obligations or from inflicting merited

nnlshment for the breach of them. It 
oes not contemplate any interference 
in the internal affairs of any American 
state or in 
the 
relations 
between 
it and other 
American states. 
It 
does not justify any attempt on our 
part to change the established form of 
government of any American state or 
to prevent the people of snob state from 
altering that form according to their 
own will and pleasure. 
The role in 
question has bot a single purpose and 
object. 
It is that no European power 
or combination of European powers 
shall forcibly deprive 
an American 
state of the rights and power of self­ 
government and of shaping for itself 
its own political fortunes and des­ 
tinies.” 


Contr*®* S n it Ha*® Sanctioned It 
Th# secretary says it is manifest that 
a rule whioh has been openly and uni­ 
formly acted upon by the executive 
branch of the government for 70 years 
must have had the sanction of congress 
Nor, he adds, if the practical ream to of 
the rale be sought for, is the record 
either meager or obscure. 
Its first ef­ 
fect was indeed momentous and far­ 
reaching. It was th* component factor 
in the emancipation of South America 
and to it the independent states of that 
region are largely indebted for their 
veiy existence. 
Since then the most 
striking single achievement to be cred­ 
ited to the role is the evacuation of 
Mexico by the French. 
Bat we are al­ 
so indebted to it for the Clayton-Bnl 
wer treaty, neutralizing 
any inter­ 
oceanic canal acrose Central America 
and excluding Great Britain from any 
dominion there. 
It has been used in 
the case of Caba, as if justifying the 
B 
ition that, while the sovereignty of 
_ tin will be respected, the island will 
not be permitted to become the posses­ 
sion of any other Enropean power. 
It 
has been influential in bringing about 
the definite relinquishment of any sup­ 
posed protectorate by Great Britain 
over the Mosquito coast. 
President 
Folk relied upon it, though, perhaps, 
erroneously, to prevent the tranfer of 
Yucatan; General Grant, in the same 
spirit, declared that existing dependen­ 
cies were no longer a subject of trans­ 
fer from one European power to an­ 
other; 
aud 
another development is 
found in the objection to arbitration of 
South American controversies by a Eu­ 
ropean power; and Secretary Bayard 
resisted the enforcement of the Pelle­ 
tier claim against Haiti, declaring that 
Serious indeed woald be the conse­ 
quences if Enropean hostile foot shonld, 
withont Just cause, trod those states in 
the new world which have emancipat­ 
ed themselves from European control " 


I a ta r eat Sa* ared Ny Blood. 
The secretary then says that the peo- 
lie of the United States have a vital 
nterest in the cause of popular self­ 
government. which they have secured 
at the cost of infinite blood and treas­ 
ure. 
It is in that view, more than any 
other, that they will not tolerate the 
political control of the American states 
by the forcible assumption of a Euro 
pejm power 
The United States is 
today practically sovereign on this con­ 
tinent, and its fiat is law. 
All the ad­ 
vantages of this superiority are at onoe 
imperiled if the principle be admitted 
that Enropean powers may convert 
American states into celonies of their 
owu. 
The principle could be easily 
availed of and any power doing so 
woald immediately secure a base oi 
military operations against os, and it m 
not inconceivable 
that th* straggle

From that grave peril 
we were saved in the past, aud may lie 
saved again in the future, through the 
operation of the sure and silent voice 
of the doctrine proclaimed by Presi­ 
dent Monroe.” 
His dear and unmistakable position 
on the Monroe doctrine laid down. Sec­ 
retary Olney goes at some length into 
the Venezuelan dispute, affirming th at 
the British claim iu two years appar 
ently was extended some 33,000 square 
miles so as to command the m outh of 
the Orinoco and dismissing as value­ 
less the contention that Great Britain’s 
possession of Venznela gives it any 
right to be treated ascian American 
state. 
He shows where Great Britain 
has arbitrated other boundary disputes, 
mid declares that it, in effect, says to 
Venezuela yon are not strong enough 
to get anything by force and we won t. 
arbitrate unless you first give up part 
of the territory. This, he says, amounts 
to invasion and conquest, and our duty 
is summed up as follows:

LORD SALISBURY’S NOTES, 


Dania® Our H igh t to A pply th e Mo 
D octrin e Iu th® D r a cu t D ispute. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 18.-Lord Salis­ 
bury answers Secretary Olney in two 
notes, both of date July 26. 
The first is devoted entirely to a re­ 
ply to that portion of the note relating 
to the Monroe doctrine, which he says 
the united Stalee has never w ritten 
about to any goaernment before. 
Lord Salisbury says that this doc 
trine has undergone a "notable devel­ 
opment” since its enunciation by Presi­ 
dent Monroe, which had originally re­ 
ceived the entire sympathy of the Eng- 
izh government. Bat the dangers appre­ 


hended by 
President Monroe, Lorn 
Salisbury says, have no relation to the 
conditions of the present day, wheu 
there is no danger of analliance or 
of attem pts at European colonization of 
America, 
(treat Britain ii ira posing 
no "system ' ujkiu Venezuela, nor con- 
concerning 
herself with Venezuelan 
political institutions. 
The dispute over 
a boundary has nothing to do with any 
of the questions dealt with L»y Monroe 
The latter did not claim for the United 
Htates the "uovel prerogative" of set­ 
tling a frontier difference of this kind, 
nor did he seek to establish a protect­ 
orate over Mexico or the Central Amer­ 
ican states. 
Ho, if the United Htates 
will uot control the conduct of these 
com m unities it cannot undertake to 
protect them from the consequence* 
attaching to their misconduct. 
Arbi­ 
tration is not free from defects, and 
the claim of a third nation to impose it 
on two interested nations cannot be 
reasonably justified and has no founda­ 
tion in the law of nations. 
Lord Salisbury expressly declines to 
be understood as accepting the Monroe 
doctrine. 
International 
law 
being 
founded on the general law of nations, 
no statesm an a u d no n^ion, however 
powerful, can inject a novel principle 
not acceptable to any other govern­ 
m ent, and Secretary Olney * principle 
th a t'‘American questions are for Amar 
lean decision” (unsustained by Mon­ 
roe) cannot be sustained by interna­ 
tional law, 
The United States cannot 
affirm th at it’s interests are concerned 
j in Am erican states because they are 
I Am erican, no more than if they were 
Japan or China.

J Lord Salisbury says, is that the Mon­ 
roe doctrine means that the union be­ 
tw een G reat Britain aud her colonies 
in America is "inexpedient and unnat­ 
u ral,” som ething disclaimed by Mon­ 
roe and em phatically denied by her 
m ajesty’s governm ent and the Ameri­ 
can people subject to the crown. 
Con­ 
curring in Monroe’8 view that a dis­ 
turbance of territorial distribution in 
the western hemisphere w mid be inex­ 
pedient it does not adm it this to be in­ 
ternational law aud cannot accept the 
doctrine that, the United States is en­ 
titled to dem and arbitration of territor­ 
ial disputes between states. 
Lord Salisbury’s second note, dated

B ritain does not recognize that any 
other country has m aterial interest rn 
the controversy, yet makes the state­ 
m ent in this fashion because, owing to 
the rupture of diplomatic relations, it 
is not otherwise possible to coronium- 
Monroe cate it to the Venezuelan govern m en t. 
Lord Salisbury asserts that Secretary

Howling mobs have surrounded each 
oar, s ton od and hooted the motorman 
and conductor, smashed the window-*, 
cat the trolley rope* and wreaked all 
possible destruction 
The striker* have 
taken little if any part in the work of 
destruction. 
This was in the hand* of 
the rowdy element. 
Many persons 
ware injured by Hying missiles, and 
there is fear that when complete re 
ports have been received they will in­ 
clude fatalities, and thousands of dol 
lam' worth of valuable property wa* 
destroyed 
Five hundred extra policemen have 
been sworn in by Mayor Warwick, and 
these, with the regular force of 2,100, 
are making an attempt to quell the 
rioters today. 
They navi order* from 
Mayor Warwick to carry their batons 
unsheathed. 
Should this fail the gov­ 
ernor will be appealed to to order out 
the militia. 
The oitv's executive im* 
declared in unmistakable farm* that 
the ntnke is no longer a contest be 
tween a railway company and it* em 
H 
ee, but a battle between the city 
▼ioleuce, and the oity will win if 
it take* the United State# army 
The 
staff officers of the national guard of 
Pennsylvania are in their armories.uni­ 
formed and armed in case of need. The 
mayor has closed the *aloon*.

The war itself remains unchanged 
The traction leaders refuse to listen to 
any suggestion from the other side. 
and indeed no effort is being made in 
that d ir e c tio n T h e strikers remain 
firm and have the sympathy of the 
people 
J. J. Sullivan, president of the elec 
trie traction, one of the branch lines, 
was recognized by a mob at Fourth and 
Market street*, and the clothes were a1 
most torn from his back before police­ 
men rescued him. 
Separate letters were sent to the 
mayor by the traction officials, declar­ 
ing that the city and county will be 
held responsible for the value of the 
property destroyed. 
There are all sorts of rumors. 1 hie it 
that the electricians of the company 
will join the ranks of the malcontent* 
Another that armies of railway work 
ere are bonnd for this city from Brook 
lyn, Baltimore, Indianapolis and other 
points, either to assist or take the place* 
of the strikers. 
Over IOO arrests havt 
been made. 
One youth, not a striker, 
was held in I J,OOO bail for cutting a 
rope on a mail car. 
He will lie a gov 
eminent prisoner. 
Large details of po 
lice are on duty at every car stable and 
at points along the pnnoipal thorough 
fares 
Women are taking an active part in 
the strike, helping smash the cars and 
persuading men to quit work. 
Governor Hastings ha* telephoned 
Mayor Warwick asking if he needed 
any aid from him. 
A negative reply 
was given. 
The governor then said 
should the least occasion arise to call 
on him at once. 
The mayor has issued three proclam­ 
ations, calling on the people to pre­ 
serve the peace.
